tatoes was 14,000 in 1051 with a 
yield of 79 bushels per acre com- 
pared with a 1941-50 average acre- 
age of 35,000 acres and an average 
yield of 82 bushels per acre. This 
year the estimated acreage of po- 
tatoes is 12.000 acres.
